In November, Seekonk senior Gary Crowley was 
chosen by the Boston Globe as the “Massachusetts 
Cross Country Runner of the year” in recognition of his 
state title win and his outstanding season. This achieve- 
ment was a peak in his extremely successful four year 
running career at Seekonk. The secret of his success has 
been his ability to develop his natural talent with a com- 
bination of dedication, determination, and patience. 

Gary brought talent, dedication, and determination 
with him when he entered the high school as a fresh- 
man in 1979. Patience was to come much later. He ran 
on the Varsity team even as a freshman and finished a 
remarkable 8th in his first Varsity race. The highlight of 
his season and a really important confidence builder 
was his snd place finish in the Our Lady of Providence 
Invitational Freshman Race which included partici- 
pants from all over the East coast. 

With the beginning of his first Indoor Track season 
Gary found himself in a position which he has occupied 
during his entire high school career. He has been ex- 
pected to be a team leader because he has been the best 
Seekonk runner in whatever event he has been asked to 
run. He finished his Indoor season winning the mile in 
the League Championship. 

His freshman year ended with an equally successful 
Outdoor Track season. He was a member of the winning 
Four Mile Relay team at the prestigious Knights of Co- 
lumbus Relay Meet in Warwick, Rl. He won the annual 
Seekonk Fresh-Soph Meet mile and the league champi- 
onship in the mile. After a sensational freshman season 
Gary was vivid proof of the team motto, “Hard Work Pays 
Dividends.” 

Gary began his sophomore year as Seekonk’s number 
one cross country runner, and he has kept that position 
for three years. His sophomore year introduced him to 
Phil Lussier, his arch rival from Somerset High School, 
who helped him to learn patience. Competition between 
these two runners was the highlight of the League 
schedule. Gary won a few of the exciting match-ups, but 
Phil dominated the competition by the slimmest of mar- 
gins, often less than a second. Gary’s experiences with 
Phil brought him the experience needed to run well on 
the state level and be mentally prepared for competition. 
He finished 2nd in the League Meet, lst in the State 
Coaches Sophomore Championship, 3rd in the State 
Class Meet and 19th in the All State Meet. He had begun 
to make a name for himself in the circle of Mas- 
sachusetts’ runners. 

In his sophomore Indoor Track season Gary set a 
school record in the mile, and he was a member of the 


school’s record setting Two Mile Relay team. He finished 
second in the Class D Mile with a time of 4:26. In Outdoor 
Track he placed 8nd in the Class C State Meet and in the 
All State Meet to surprise the experts. In the League Meet 
he demonstrated his ability to run an outstanding Two 
Mile. His best mile time for the year was an impressive 
4:20.7. 

Speed became an important factor in Gary’s success 
and added a new dimension to his running during his 
junior year. The exciting sprint finish he masterfully 
used frustrated many of his opponents and helped him 
to emerge as one of the premier runners in the state in 
cross country. He ran some fantastic races, placing lst 
in the Our Lady of Providence Invitational, lst at Catholic 
Memorial, 2nd in the Class Meet, and 13th in the All 
State Meet. He was selected to the Boston Globe’s All 
Scholastic Cross Country Team. During the winter sea- 
son Gary set school records in the 1000, mile, two mile 
relay, mile relay, and distance medley. 

The Outdoor Season projected Gary onto the national 
running scene when he won the All State Invitational 
Meet’s Two Mile Run with an outstanding time of 9:08.7, 
the second fastest time ever recorded by a high school 
runner in the state of Massachusetts. He was also part of 
the mile relay team which finished second in this same 
meet. This performance is one of the most outstanding 
performances ever by a Seekonk athlete. 

In his senior year Gary found out how difficult it is to be 
number one with everyone aiming at him. During the 
cross country season he was defeated by some outstand- 
ing runners who were too ready too early in the season. 
He was being trained to peak for the State Meet, but it 
wasn’t always easy for him to explain his losses. During 
this season particularly he matured as a person. He 
learned to be still more patient, and he learned to keep 
his confidence. His patience paid off in the All State Meet 
as he soundly defeated the premeet favorites to become 
the State Champion. 

During his high school years Gary has worked as hard 
in the classroom and community as he has on the track. 
He has maintained an A average and is a member of the 
National Honor Society. He is also the treasurer of the 
Student Council. In his junior year he was honored by 
the Student Council when he was chosen as the “Out- 
standing Underclassman.” He finished 3rd in the 1981 
Massachusetts State High School Science Fair. He is 
active in scouting, holding the rank of Eagle Scout. He is 
one of only 7 people in the world to simultaneously hold 
that rank and the English Golden Duke of Edinburgh 
Scouting Award.

However, one cannot expect this 
trend toward athletic superiority 
to continue without a revitiliza- 


tion of fan interest: On the other 
hand, if this lack of support can 
be attributed to a lessening of 
school unity and spirit, then one 
must begin to question the 
changing values of the students. 


The inaccessability of certain & 


sporting events could also be re- 
sponsible for the present shor- 
tage of sporting enthusiasts. Only 
a true aficianado would venture 
onto a cross-country route or golf 
course to cheer on the athletes. 
Furthermore, one cannot expect 
a heavy attendance of hockey 
games and other such meets and 
matches that are an unreason-

able distance away. It is not illo- 
gical to expect basketball, foot- 
ball, baseball, and other home 
games to receive a relatively large 
amount of support, though, but 
they are just not getting it. 

It cannot be the exorbitant 
prices charged that deter so 
many students from attending 
school athletic functions, for they 
are actually very reasonable. Nor 
can it be a lack of popularity 
among the athletes themselves, 
for they are among the most well- 
known and well-liked students in 
the school. 

Altogether, one will always 
keep returning to the same idea, 
that there is a marked disinterest

with Mrs. Carol Coelho. Since 
all these classes are high 
school based through affilia- 
tion with Rhode Island College, 
it enables students to pursue 
these courses as conveniently 
and economically as possible. 
The cost of cach semester 
course, paid for by the student, 
is twelve dollars per credit, con- 
siderably less than the on- 
campus cost of one hundred 
twenty three dollars plus fees 
for the same undergraduate 
course. 

The college credits earned 
are filed in the Rhode Island 
College records office from 
which one is issued official 
transcripts of his courses and 
grades. T'hese credits can then 
be applied to the student’s pro- 
gram of studies at Rhode Island 
College should he decide to en- 
roll there, or else they may be 


transferred, upon request, to 
any of the many colleges and 
universities that ordinarily 
accept transfers from this in- 
stitution. In addition to the 
earned credits and advanced 
standing in college, an enrolled 
student is accorded the priv- 
ileges of a Rhode Island Col- 
lege student ID. card and full 
use of the library facilities. 

It is interesting to note that 
the subject. matter for each 
course has been co-developed 
by our high school staff mem- 
bers and Rhode Island College 
faculty members. Of no less sig- 
nifcance is the ratio of students 
per teacher, small in compari- 
son-to that of on-campus 
classes in general. 

With the increasing number 
of students enrolling in college 
courses during high school 
years, ab is MmDOriant for thie 


student who is seriously con- 
sidering college in his plans for 
the future to take advantage of 
asmany high calibre academic 
programs as possible.
